Now with the abolishment 
of the policy, clubs 
have no direct way of 
raising funds for the 
ac t i v i t i e s [ Jjffi |» thei 

proposed that students 
now seek new forms of 
fund raising outside of 
the bar. The committee 
is not disputing that 
these are alternative 
methods but the students 
are already tapping this 
resource through bake 
sales, t-shirts and 

draws . 

After extensive 
discussion, the 
committee formulated a 
proposal that revenue 
sharing with the bar 
would provide an

incentive for fclubs to 
hold theme events in the 
Deep End. At the same 
time, the committee 
offered suggestions to 
the BOC which would 
support their proposal 
and make up for the 
"lost revenues" that the 
BOC was going to give to 
the clubs.

1 
supporting personal 
opinions of certain 
Student Council 
Executives. The sub- 
committee report 
represents the needs of 
the larger student clubs 
and organizations on 
campus that the members 
of the committee were 
executives of. These 
clubs were the Livestock 
Club , the Engineers , 
Economics, U3 , ACHES and 
Laird Hall. 

After further 
discussion as to what 
the BOC wanted in the 
report, the policies 
were amended to reflect 
these and a draft was 
passed to be presented 
to the Executive Council 
the next week. 

The policy, as 
pe^ssed, proposed a 

revenue sharing rate on 
sales over 1000 dollars 
as before and the 
o p p o r t u n i t y t o 

administer a cover 
charge for events that 
warranted such. The 
warrantee of these 
events was to be 
c on trolled and 
determined by the 
Student Activity Board . 
There are no hard and 
fast rules or guidelines 



for this Board. To 
further the conflict of 
interest, the members of 
the Activity Board are 
also members of the 
Executive. The sub- 

committee realized this 
and hoped that a 
constitution would be 
drafted for the Board 
that would provide fair 
opportunity for the 
groups applying for 
theme events in the 
student bars. This was 
one of the policies of 
the sub-committee ' s 

report that stipulated 
that clubs wanting to 
have theme parties in 
the Deep End would have 
to present to the 
Activity Board a 

proposal and budget 
outlining the theme and 
the efforts that the 
club was going to 
undertake to warrant 
their receipt of bar 
revenues. It would be 
the responsibility of 
the Board to control the 
number of events that 
any one club had, to 
ensure that all clubs 
had access to events and 
also that the events 
held v/ere in the best 
interest of all 

students . 



Simple enough it 
seemed to the sub- 
committee and again the 
wheels were back in 
motion with hopes that 
some agreement will be 
made before the end of 
the year. Upon arrival 
at the Executive meeting 
the BOC representative 
that was on the sub- 
committee and also was 
on the Executive to 
submit the report was 
conveniently not 
present. The other sub- 
committee member that 
also was on the 
Executive was present 
however , but upon 
presentation did not 
have the support that 
was required to properly 
deal with the report. 
Now, the report sits 
idlely, again being 

attacked by Council 
Executives that clubs 
receiving money from the 
student bars is not a 
good idea or perhaps 
that the clubs don't 
deserve it. 

The sub-committee 
feels that the clubs do 
deserve it if they are 
willing to do the work 
and properly market any 
event that they want to 
have. There must be some 



incentive for the clubs 
to organize any major 
event that will not only 
benefit themselves but 
also benefit the whole 
student body through its 
social value in 

increasing student 
interaction and the 
increased patronage to 
the bar which will 
result in increased 
sales (read profit) for 
Student's Council to 
fund other events. 

In summary, the 
sub-committee feels that 
the social value of the 
Deep End is more 
important than Student's 
Council Executive p s 

wishes to run it 
strictly as a business. 
The policies that they 
have imposed upon it 
actually defeat its 
purpose and prevent it 
from supplying them with 
the support that they 
need . 

Elections will 
soon be upon us and if 
nothing is done either 
way, then we plan to 
make an issue of it and • 
that you do as well 
because we only want 
what is best for the 
students i

JOB HUNTING CAN BE 
SUCCESSFUL WITH AN 
EXCELLENT RESUME

Preparing a 
proper resume is the 
first critical step in 
the job hunting process. 
Take the time to make 
yours a successful 
marketing tool. Concern 
yourself with its format 
and visual impact in 
addition to its content. 

The resume should 
provide the reader with 
all the information 
obtained through a 
standard application 
form. The resume should 
include the following: 

1) a personal history, 

2 ) a summary of your 
educational background t 
employment , 
extracurricular 
activities and 
individual achievements , 

3) highlights of your 
accomplishments and 4) 
demonstration of writing 
and organizational 
skil Is . 

The first step in 
preparing a resume is a 
self -assessment . To make 
it easy, you can ask 
yourself the following 
questions : 

1 ) In what type of 
atmosphere or 
environment do you feel 



more comfortable 
?( inside or outside 
work, office or factory , 
group or individual) 

2) Do you prefer working 
with people, data or 
things? 

3) What kinds of things 
have you succeeded in 
doing in all phases of 
your life? (paid work, 
volunteer and leasure 
activities ) 

4) What skills have you 
developed ? 
( communication skills , 
analytical skills , 
research skills) 

5) What activities or 
interests do you enjoy 
most and how can you 
incorporate some of 
these into viable work 
alternatives ? 

6) What kind of things 
do you dislike - doing ? 

The second step 
in preparing a resume is 
to include its five 
components which are: 1) 
education, 2) work 

experience, 3) 
activities and 
interests , 4 ) references , 
5) career aims and 
goals . 

The 

characteristics of each 
of these are the 
following : 

Education. . . 1 ) The name 
of the institution, 2) 
The period of attendance 
or. date of graduation, 
3) Degree attained. 
Work experience. . . 1 ) 
Name and location of 
employer, 2) Title of 



position, 3) Period of 
employment, 4) Summary 
of duties performed, 
level of responsability , 
and skill acquired. 
Activities and 
interests . . . 1 ) Clubs or 
professional 

organizations, 2) Campus 
activities, 3) Volunteer 
work, 4) Hobbies and 

sports . 

References. . . 1) Name, 2) 
Position, 3) Business 
address and telephone. 

You should have 
at least three 

references, two of which* 
should come from either 
an academic instructor, 
previous employer, or a 
long time friend. Before 
listing a reference 
name, you must get 
permission from that 
person . 

Career aims and 

goals... 1) This should 
be a brief statement, 
which summarizes the 
direction you hope to 
take in your career, 2) 
This part can be 
included in the covering 
letter . 

A covering letter 
is a letter which 

formally introduces you 
to the employer. It 
should be tailored to 
the job for which you 
are applying, and should 
be only one page in 
lenght. The covering 
letter should include 
the following: 1) an 
indication of the kind 
of job for which you are 



applying, 2) an 

indication of your 
knowledge of the 

company, its general 
policies , etc . , 3) 
highlights of particular 
aspects of your 

education, work 
experience , activities 
or personality, 4) a 
request for an 

interview . 

There are many 
styles of resumes to 
choose from, yet the 
format preferred by 
employers is the 

Chronological resume. It 
is preferred because it 
lends itself to a quick 
assessment of what you 
have done to date. It 
lists education and work 
history in reverse 
chronological order , 

with the most recent 
activity first. 

Now you are ready 
to begin your resume, 
but always keep in mind 
the resume don ' ts : 1) 
Don't make your resume 
too long or too short, 
2) Don't make your 
resume negative or 
apologetic, 3) Don't 
list the name£ and 
addx*esses of references 
unless confirmed, 4) 
Don't destroy a 

carefully planned resume 
with poor format or 
sloppy reproduction and 
5) Don't send last 
year's resume for this 
year ' s job .
